MUNICIPAL NOMINATIONS. 
The Nominations for the positions of Reeve 
and Coungillors of the pita of the 
Village of Deseronte, oame off at Town 
Hall at 12 o'clock, noon, on Monday, Dec. 
28th. There was a good attendance of clee- 
tors who evinced a lively interest in the pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Robert N. Irvine, the Clerk, 
haying called for nominations, the following 
persons were nominated :—

nominated by R. Geddis, seconded by R. M. 
Cronk. 

For Covncittors : -Geo. Stewart, nom. 
by Wm. Jamieson, sec. by Jas. McCreight;

W. E. Stafford; James Gault, nom. by A. 
A. Richardson, sec. by Jno. McCullough ; 
John Edwards, nom. by B. Brewer, sec, by 
Jobn Marrigan; Wm. Irvine, nom. by Dr. 
Newton, sec. by A. A. Richardson; D. R. 
McRae, nom. by R. Geddis, sec, by J. T. 
Greatrix ; A. S. Valleau, nom. by W. W. 
Carter, sec. by B. Brewer; John Hopper, 
nom. by F. McMaster,sec. by Geo. Parnham; 
James Cameron, nom. by B, Brewer, sec. by 
A. 8S, Valleau; T. H. Nasmith, nom. by R. 
Geddis, sec. by M. Nealon; Godfrey Colp, 
nom. by R. M. Cronk, sec. by C. Goon 
FaMERnY ; Mr. T. Roach, jr., was also nom. 
by John Hoppes but begged leave to decline 
the honor before the nomination was sec- 
onded, 


Dr. Newton, the Reeve, with the Clerk’s 
permission, proceeded to give a statement of 
the Receipts and Expenditures for the past 
year. ihe total receipts were $7,165.39 
and expenditures, $7,007.50, leaving o bal- 
ance on baud of $157.89. The assessed 
value of the village was $270,000, and the 
net debt $6,000, He said that the previous 
year the assessment was 21 mills, but the 
people having demanded a market, an ex- 
tra amount was required this year and it 
had been raised to 23 mills. On reviewing 
the work of the year he thought more had 
been done than in any previous year. The 
Council came into power with a debt, and 
went out witha balance to their credit. A 


market had been established, a cemetery 
secured, and the Rathbun Company were 
Apreying Central Park. In building plank 
walks the Council had been compelled to 


putthem where required, In reference to 
the sewers on Fourth-street it was never 
the intention of the Council to put two 
drains on that street. (At this point Mr. 
Edwards interrupted the speaker concern- 
ing the cost and character of this work.) 
Proceeding, the Reeve stated that other 
streets were worse off than Fourth-street. 
Jt was time enough when the town was rich 
to put two drains on one ptreet, ‘The Council 
had put down a sewer on Mill-street, as 
they would bave been compelled te doso by 
the board of health. The market had cost 
a considerable sum but it wae giving entire 
satisfaction, At the meeting of the County 
Council he found that body determined to 
raise the equalization; a compromise had 
been effected and Deseronto was fixed at 


$150,000, The County Council thought it 
should be higher and would appoint ar- 
bitrators. 

Mr. EK. W. Rathbun then addressed the 
meeting, stating that to Dr..Newton belony 
ed the credit of the present sewerage system 
Even were 4 new system adopted the present 
sewers could all be utilized He thought 
that one drain on a street was in the mean 
time sufficient. He reyverted that any legal 
cechnicality should prevent the Doctor from 
carrying out the sewer ystem to compl 
tion. If, however, wton could not

The position 
of Reeve was not a tempting one as it in 
yolved much worry, annoyance and ingrati 
tude, The ratepayors owed a debtof grati- 
tude to Dr. Newton and Mr. Aylaworth who 
had been so assidcous in their attention to 
ublic duties.

Dr, Newton thanked Mr, Rathbun but he 
was not legally qualified and must therefore 
refuse to be nominated He found the 
position an expensive one and could not af- 
ford it, and besides it entailed much ill will 
and abuse. He had worked for the good of 
the village and not without success. Asa 
town Dereronto was pre-eminently healthy 
thanks to sewerage improvement. sThere was 
now but little typhoid and other sickness as | 
in former years, He hoped the new coun- } 
cil would continue the sewerage system. 
No blame could be imputed to the late coun- 
cil for the town hall by-law, which was 
only offered tothe approval of the people, 
who might accept or reject it as they saw | 
proper. He was sorry the matter had been 
dropped as land was now cheap and labor 
low. As regards the Boundary road he had 
tried to get the county council to move in 
the matter, but in vain. Both he and Mr.

Heand Dr. Newton had done their 
best to get the’ boundury road attended to, 
but had as yet failed. He doubted the 
power of the council to expend money on 


that road withcut submiting a by-law to the 
people. The greatest pleasure in being 
iNeeve was in being a member of the County 
Council. Municipal councils had great 


| Power over the pockets of the people and in 


that respect representatives to such bodies 
were tore important than members of 
larger legislatures. While in the County 
Council he had taken an independent po- 
sition and had gained much for Deseronto 
by so doing. He had succeeded in keeping 
the equalization down; last year it had been 
$20,000. ‘The expenditure on bridyes 
I less last year which showed that 
in former years the Bridge Committee, of 
which he had been a member, had kept the 
bridges in good repair. He thought the 
County Council did right to assist Hunger- 
ford. Dr, Newton had done well in the 
county council, There was always a fight 
over the county equalization and it could 
not be expected that Deseronto could con 
tinue to fare so well. As a member of the 
school board he would say that body had 
been economical, had a surplas this year, 
but they would require more money in fu- 


Aylsworth had done their best to get coun- 
ties to attend to that road. 

At this stage of the proceedings the Clerk 
declared the nominations closed and that, as 
there was no other candidate, W. R. Ayls- 
worth, Esq., was elected Reeve. He 
read the names of the candidates nominated 
and the time and place of polling, a poll 
having been demanded by Dr. Newton. 

Mr. John Edwards was the next spexker. 
He had served one year in the conncil and 
considered that he had beon poorly used and 
that he had had a rough time of it. He con 
sidered that the council had been extravi- 
gent. He, forexample, had been appoint- 
ed witb Mr. Irvine as a committee on roads 
and beardwalks. He had ordered stuff, 
having first tried to get it as cheaply as poss- 
ible. Hethen asked Mr. Irvine if he had 
secured the services of a man to do the work, 
and was informed that Mr. Stuart would 
do it at 12cts arod. He onjected to the 
pecs and a carpenter offered to do it at 8cts, 

ut the offer was not accepted and Mr. 
Stuart was given the job having come down 
from 12 to 8cts He thought that the other 
man should have got it. Although the 
sidewalks had been built they had never 
been measured, and although everything 
may be all right, he considered that was not 
business. ¢ stated that payments of 
moneys were made without any attention 
been paid to the regulations of the council 
as to the manenr in which payments should 
be made. Work which had heen sanction 
ed had been left undone, and other work 
done which had not been sanctioned. What- 
ever he said or did had been voted down. 
He told the council the people did not want 
a new town hall and had moved to prevent 
the submission of the by-law. He would, 
if, elected, continue to work in the best in- 
terests of the people and witha view to 
economy in all matters. 

Mr. Wm. Irvine being next called on 
stated that Mr. Edwards complained of be- 
ing badly treated while in the Council, but 
he had no reason for such a complaint, It 
was not true that Mr. Stuart had, as Mr., 
Edwards insinuated, been paid 12 cents a 
rod for boardwalks, Stuart bad asked 12 
cents, but he told him it was too high, and 
that Mr. Edwards said it could be done for 
less, Stuart had come down to 8 cents, and 
as he was an old corperation employee he 
thought it proper to give him the work, 
more especially as he had done it previouely 
iu a satisfactory manner. If Mr. Edwards 
wished to know the price paid, he could 
easily tnd out by examining accounts, &e. 
In reference to Fourth-street he was Sky 
ly opposed to two drains on that street, It 
was charged that the two drains could be 
made for a less sum than was paid for one. 
He would answer that charge. 
had advertised for tenders, Three were re- 
ceived, and Mr, Stuart's being the lowest | 
was accepted. After the tenders were 
opened Geo, Smith offered to do it for $100 
jess, But he thought it was unfair and un- 
businesslike to accept an offer made after 
the tenaers were opened, and he would not 
belong to a council which would do such a 
thing. Mr. Evans here asked the speaker 
why he put the drain on the east side as the 
petitioners originally intended. Mr, Irvine 
replied that the petition presented to the 
council asked for two drains, The council 
thought one sufficient, and as the majority 
favored the west side, on the west side it 
had been laid down. In order to take away 
the water at the Methodist Church a culvert 
had been made, and the condition of things 
there was much improved. The council 
with the extension of the village to the west 
had great deal todo. He had not intend- 
ed to run but would consider the matter, 


The council | 


ture, and taxation would not be any lower 
in consequence. He favoured the securing 
of a hospital se ae to be in readiness for any 
emergency. There were only 460 acres in 
the corporation limits, and it would have to 
be got elsewhere. The present town hall 
was never intended for public meetings, 
only for a council chamber and court-room. 
It was well worth its original cost. The 
Reeve was not always to be held responsible 
for the acts of the eouncil, but he would do 
his duty and desired before sitting down to 
again thank them for having elected him by 
acclamation. 

Mr. A. S. Valleau thanked his mover and 
seeonder, but he must insist on withdrawing 
from the comtest. He would not therefore 
bea candidate. He objected to the increase 
of the assessor's salary, to the expense of 
en betaine tbe Hungerford Council, to the 
grant for the military camp, and to the 
printing and other expenses for the town 
hall by-law, as the present building was suit- 
able enough for pecvent purposes. By ecun- 
omizing a little here and there much could 
be saved to the ratepayers. 

Mr. James Cameron was the next candi- 
date to address the meeting. He thought 
it useless to recount the various charges 
against the council. He had no doubt the 
members of the council thought they had 
done what was wise and right, but people 
might have good reasons to differ from them. 
It was well on such oceasions to outline the 
future policy of the corporation and give 
suggestions. The council had suffered se- 
veral defeats, but even these had their 
bright side. He agreed with Mr. Rathbun 
that the present was not a suitable time to 
proceed with an expensive town hall. The 
present market arrangements would do for 
three or four years longer. A suitable lo- 
cation for the new building should be se- 
cured, as if the village continued to grow as 
in the past, land would be both difficult 
and expensive to obtain. He considered 
that the council acted in the market 
and other matters only as they ¥ «re forced 
to it and then only partially carried out 
their measures. He favoured the expendi- 
ture on sewers bnt thought too much credit 
was given to the retiring Reeve and that 
much credit was due to old councillors. 
He considered many of the expenditures 
foolish and did not believe in ouesided con- 
tracts. The council had been run too close- 
ly on political lines, and measures were car- 
ried only to gratify political friends. He 
considered that the retiring Reeve had gone 
back on his old principles and had not pur- 
sued an independent course. He was of the 
opinion that no man could be Reeve without 
Mr. Rathbun'seupport. He objected to the 
| legal expenscs counected with the market 
by.law. If he ran he would not desire to 
yet in on any political conspiracy aud if 
elected he would be impartial and pursue an 
independent course, 

Mr. Nasmith desired to retire,and thanked 
his friends for their SE him dur- 
ing the past three years. He observed a 
disposition on the part of the public to put 
in onl property owners and that the council 
should consist only of these. He felt this 
unjust to the great number of ratepayers who. 
were not property owners. He had been 
blamed for the Proposed town hall by-law, 
but he had broad shoulders and would not. 
shirk the responsibility. He was sorry the 
by-law bad been dropped because he looked 
upon anew public hall as an absolute neces- 
sity. He hoped that the new council would 
do its duty as well as the old one had tried

HOW TO USE A GRINDSTONE. 


A grindstone is one of the worst used im- 
lements on the farm or in the workshop. 
‘ew take the trouble to think about their 
work, and consequently, the great majority 

of people fail to get the most and best use 
from their tools. The few who do think, 
willagree with us when we say, that a 
grindstone is both badly used and badly 
chosen. Itis too smail; took thick ; it is 
not evenly aud trulysset and centered; it is 
not properly speeded, and is turned either 


| too fast, and made te throw the wateraround 


or too slow, and so fails to do its work well: 
it is not well taken care of, and it is badly 
used, 

A grindstone, to do good service, should 
be at least three feet in diameter and two 
and one-half to three inches in thickness, 
having a bevel on each side of the face for 
grinding on. It should be quite free from 
hard spots of iron pyrites, which are in. 
jurious to tools, although these may be taken 
yunch, If it is 
not centered truly, it will work out. of 
shape, and soon require truein up. It 
should run as fast as possible, as it does work 
both better and more qui To prevent 
it from throwing water, a piece of bagging 
should be fastened to a staple fixed across 
the frame on each end, but not soclose as 
to grind it out; this will catch the excess of 
water and yet keep the stone wet enough, 
and clean it. Whe stone should be kept in 
in water, which softg 
ens itand makes oue side wear faster than 
the other. ‘The water-box should have a 
hole in it, to let out the Water and keep the 
stone dry when notin use. In grinding, it 


should mostly turn trom the tool, and it 
used otherwise, Kreat care should be taken 
by the one who holds the tool, not to gouge

DIOCESE OF ONTARIO. 


PASTORAL ADDRESS, 


To the Members of the Church of England in 
the Diocese of Ontario. 
DgAk BRETHREN :-— 


The Mission Board of the Diocese has re- 
quested me to write a Pastoral Letter on the 
subject of our Diocesan Missions, and to 
direct that it may be read in all our Churches 
and Mission ‘Stations on the Sunday 
immediately preceding the annual mission- 
ary meeting. The object in view is to im- 
press you solemnly with the necessity of 
larger attendance and more liberal offerings 
at these meetings. By these means alone 
can you prove your interest in the welfare 
and extension of the Church in the Diocese. 
‘The vast majority of you are pledged to a 
yal service by your Confirmation vows,and 
all of you by Holy Baptism. This loyalty 
to Christ and Church can be evinced only by 
working like earnest men and women for 
the spread of your own principles and by 
bringing the means of grace, as administer- 
ed by the Church of England, to bear upon 
the souls of our brethren, who are now 
either destitute of them altogether, or re- 


ceive them only in scanty measura In 
other words, your churchmauship is tested by 
the support you give to the Diocesan Mission 
Fund. And why do I say this? Because 
the Mission Fund is, under God, the onl 
machinery by means of which the Church 
can progress in all that constitutes rowth, 
such as new missions, new churches and 
new members. Speaking with all the au- 
thority which an Episcopal experience of 
nearly 25 years gives me, I tell you, dear 
brethren, that the Church can grow in ma- 
terial prosperity only by the sub-division of 
our missionary districts. It will be the 
duty of the deputations that will shortly

Women sweep the streets, haul the rub- 
bish, drag hand-carts np the hille, and over 
cobble-stones, unload bricks at the quays, 
attend to parks, do the gardening, and row 
the numerous ferries which abound at Stock- 
holm 

The entire dairy business of the city is in 
their hands, and hore they take the places 
of horses and doga, carrying on their 
shoulders the heavy cana of milk from door 
to door. 

While woman thus elaves in Stockholm, 
man paradeer, You willsee him ina sort 
of uniform in the market place, lounging all 
day ‘‘for hire,” te run errands, or to do 
light porterage. Whenever any light work 
that pays fairly well is to be done, there is 
the genus man : 

On dress parade you see him as a soldier, 
swaggering about beer-gordens, loafing in 
the barrack-yard, or fishing on the out- 
skirts of the town. 

Tis a pity some of the showy soldiers of 
these little European Powers could not be 
crystallized into expert hod-carriers, or 
skillful mortar-mixers, inetead of weighing

Holland’s Underground Fences. 


They have in Holland scarcely anything 
of what we call fences, So these oinals are 
used, first, aw private ways and highways 
for travel and traffic; eecond, for the pur- 
pose of drainage ; and, third, for the pur- 
pose of fences.

SMEARING TO PROTECT SHEEP FROM 
COLD, 

The value of wool depends in the highest 
degree upon the yolk which is present in it, 
and, therefore, it the shepherd can provide 
this where it is wanting in his breed, or can 
reasonably increase it when it is not abun- 
dant and at the same time protect his sheep 
from the rigor of our northern winters, the 
end will be attained. In Scotland and in 
Northumberland, whese winter tells almost 
as severely as in our north-country, for some 
generations, the herders have followed up 
the plan of covering their sheep with an 
unctuous application,and in this country the 
same method has been pursued. Time was 
when cloth-makers were chary about buying 
oiled wool, but experience has done aw ay 
with the ancient prejudice, and it is an ac- 
cepted fact, that such wools now are most 
valuable for fine cloths. Why? Simply 
because the action of the unguent upon the 
growth of the fibre is such, as to make it 
eyener, softer, and finer, hence more easy 
snd satisfactory in the manipulation. Over 
and over again this fact has received abso 
lute demonstration. T © two seasons 
of the year when ‘‘smearing” is done; imme- 
diately upon shearing in summer,and again, 
at the opening of the winter. If the oint 
montis merely rubbed upon the wool, it 
will serve only to smear it but if it be rubbed 
into the wool, close down to the body of the 
animal, it will doit thoroughly, and cover 
the skin, ‘his is not difficult; the shepherd 
separates the wool with the fingers of one 


hand, and with the other lays the unguent 
at the root of the wool, upon the skin of 
tne sheep. Thus applied, it renders the 
fibre softer, more pliable and finer, and 


whoever will try it, will be surprised at the 
benefit.

The Course of the Gulf Stream 
Current. 


Paul Bert read a paper at the last meet- 
iog of the French Academy of sciences on 
the experiments lately set on foot by the 
Hereditary Prince of Monaco, who was 
himself present at the meeting, with the 
object of determining tho course of the cur- 
rent of the Gulf Stream, The received be- 
lief is that after passing the Azores it flows 
ma northeasterly direction, washing the 
shores of the northern countries of Europe ; 
but thia theory has never been scieutifically 
verified. 

The Prince took several hundred floats to 
the Azores last summer, and, sailing In a 
northerly direction, he dropped them one by 
one into the ocean, allowing an interval of a 
mile ortwo between them, In the interior 
of each is a paper giving the latitude and 
longitude of the spot where it was dropped ; 
and marineru have been requested through 
the usual chapnele to note the time aud 
place of their picking up any of them they 
may happen to fallin with. Ifa sufficient 
number of these observations can be collect- 
ed a much ceeded light will, it is hoped, be 
thrown on the direction and velocity of the 
Gulf Stream, 

So far only three of the floats have been 
recovered from the ocean, under circumstan- 
ces, it must bo added, which seem to make 
against the received theory, Instead of be- 

ing found of a point northward of that 
whero they were deposited, they had float 
ed considerably south of it, and were cast 
ashore onthe Eastern Azores,

Sauce Borks.—Bring a pint of milk to 
the boiling-point, and then stir in a gener- 
ous teaspoonful of corn starch, previously 
rubbed »mooth with a little of the cold 
milk; and also a tablespoonful of sugar, 
let it cook for two or three minutes to 
thoroughly cook the starch, and then let 
the mixturo got entirely cold, Flavor with 
vanilla or lemon, and just be‘ore serving, 
stir in evenly the whites of two eggs beaten 
toa stiff froth, As the egg frothis not 
cooked, the sauce will not keep long at its 
best, perhaps half an honr. 

Ornkr Sovrrie on Purrep Puppincs — 
The pudding (fine granulated wheat) can be 
made as well with rice, fariua, granulated 
oats, granulated barley, etc, It is espectal- 

ly good made with crushed barley, The 
barley must be well boiled in water (twenty 
minutee) before it 1s added to the milk. 

ORANGE Pupp os.—Soak a oupful of 

ale bread in hal) « cupful of milk until it 
can be beaten to a pulp; mix withit the 
grated rind of one orange, the juice of two, 
#ugar to taste, and the yolks of two raw 
eggs ; butter six small cups, and then set 
them in a pan of hot water; then beat the 
whites of two eggs to a stiff froth, mix them 
lightly with the other ingredients, partly 
fill the cups, and bake the puddings until 
the egg is done, in a moderate oven ; about 
fifteen or twenty minutes will be required ;

Horrible Scene at an Execution. 


There was a horrible scone at the execu. 
tion of Robert Goodale, a gardener who was 
hanged at Wolcoken, England, recently, for 
the murder of hia wife, It is thus described 
by The Pall Mall Gazette : At three minutes 
6) 8 o'clock Goodale was'brought from the 
sondemned cell, and was met by the execu- 
tioner, who quickly pinoned him, and the 
procession then moved toward the scaffold, 
which wan over a deep pit. The acting 
ander-sheriff and the jail surgeon were pre- 
sent,| Goodale, when ‘the rope was put 
sround his nook and thecap put on, exclaim- 
ad, ‘Good Lord, reosive my soul.” Borry 
oulled the lever, the trap-doors tell away, 
aad Goodale, who weighed fifteen stone and 
aud a six feet drop, 4 werptioa. To the 
horror of the bystanders tho rope rebound- 
ads It was thought it had become unfast- 
snod,| But on the bystanders looking into 
she pit they beheld on the floor the decapi- 
rated | budy, ‘with blood oozing from the 
srank and head, with the white cap upon 
t lying against the fect. Berry had tested 
she raps and scaffold before the execution, 

At the inquest the governor of the castle, 
she executionér, and the jail surgeon were 
examined. Both the governor and Berry 
\tated thatthe machinery of tho drop was 
n perfect order, and worked satisfactorily, 
Berry said, after pinioning Goodale, he 
walked him toward the drop when being 
cathor frightened he faltered, so he had to 
push him forward, After the usual routine 
ie asked Goodale if he had anything to say. 
He answered no, Berry pulled the lever, and 
Goodale dropped fom the top to the bottom 
of the pit, which was eleven fect five inches 
deep.| His head came off as clean as if cut 
witha knife, Thehead and body fell to- 
gether, Berry said the length of the drop 
was not unusual, for at Durham he gave 
Lowson, who weighed sixteen stone, an 
elght feet drop, Therope did not break, 
Berry would only account for what occurred 
by Goodale having a thin vertebra, Mr. 
Robinson, jail surgeon, said Berry was per- 
feotly sober, carried out his duties coolly 
and properly. Oa the drop falling he saw 
the head separate from the body. Death 
was instantaneous, The jury found the 
patomary verdict and said no one was to

The night 
is spent in revelling. Thenext morning at 
eight o'clock the wedding procossion starts 
forchurch. The bride always woars a sil- 
ver crown and silver ornaments. In some 
parts of the kingdom she is clad in a purple 
robe, richly embroidered with gold, frequent- 
ly the heirloom of centuries. Sometimes 
the way to church is by boat and sometimes 
on horseback, Music leads the way. The 
march to church is never halted, but whon 
the party returns after the church ceremony 
4 salute is fired from every house along the 
route, and at every one the newly married 
pair alight and partake of beer, The journey 
home often takes a day, owing to thiy gener-

THE FARMER. 


Tue FrepivG Hanits OF Horses anv Cows, 

Ti horees do not chew their food before 
swallowing it, itis seldom more than half 
digested. Among them there sre many ‘‘per- 
fect hogs’’—ravenous feeders, who swallow 
* southfal simply to make room for another, 
sithout waiting to chew it or to moisten it 
with salivea, which isthe real beginning of 
digestion The writeronco hada mare that 


was such a voracious eater, that she fre 

quent'y nearly choked hertelf, and finally 
in one of her half-choking paroxysms drew 
s>me oxta or bran into her langs, which pro- 
duced it flammation and death, Wher dry 
feod—corn and oate ground together, bran, 
etc., is fed, horses having this tendency ae 
obliged to eat slowly, for it ia necomsary for 
them to moisten the meal thoroughly before 
it is awallowed, and this Involves chewing, 
a0 that thry cacnot est faster than the flow 
of nsliva will moisten the food. With oata, 
or corn, noground, & very little molsture 
soflives, nnd the grain is swallowed whole, 
and is not digested atall, Weshould bear 
in mind that it isa provirlon of naturo, or 
at loust a fact of nature, that most seods 
taken {n'o the stomach of men or quadru- 
pods, unbroken, are not affected by the pro- 
ceases of digestion, bnt are subsequently de- 
posited upon the earth ; protected and ac- 
companied by manure enough to give them 
a good stirt, when they begtn to grow, An- 
other intoresting factix, that horses often 
prefer to ext hay with dry meal, rather then 
the meal alone; and will take both hay and 
meal in their montha at the same time, 
when both lie separately before them. Why 
they do thin, i: not eany to state, bat pro- 
bably they find the process of mastication 
easier. 

With noat cattle, it does not matter much 
how rapid y they eat, if they do not choke 
themselves ; for, as in well known, the half- 
chewed food will be returned from the 
pau: ch to the month, to be thoroughly mas- 
Ucated. This isa procors which a cow al- 
ways takes her time about, We have never 
known one to beina harry. I/ disturbed, 
cown will stop So they will if they are not 
well, or are worried or harnseed. It ie 
therefore derirable that the cow atable, after 
feeding time, should be as quiet os possible, 
and the cows disturbed as tittle as may be, 
in their ramivations, 


Protection AGainst Coup. 


It is, or should be, well known that ex- 
posore to cold wastes the fatin the body 
of an animal, and this waste is made up only 
by the use of food rich in fat. The inhabi- 
tants of the arctic regions feed themselves 
upon the blubber, or :olid fat of whales and 
other animals, and thus prepare themeelves 
to withstand the excessive cold. Buta coat 
of fat under the akin is a great protection, 
and we find all the arctic animals thus pro- 
vided. We may learn valuable lessons from 
these facts: to feed the stock well with 
good food in the winter; to keep farm an- 
imels in good condition at all times; and to 
provide them with well ventilated, comfort- 
able and warm lodging. 


Crome.y Burren, 


Winter made butter carries ita own cer- 
tificate of quality. It is usually white and 
tallowy, and crumbles into small fragments, 
It is always deficient in the oily part of the 
fat. Fate consist of three acids: steario, 
margario, and oleic, comb'ned with glycer- 
ine. Stearic acid, or stoarine, is bard, white 
and friable; oleic acid or oleine, is yellow 
soft, and oily, and dilutes the whiter and 
harder stearine and margarine. In the 
winter the oleine of the butter is In much 
less proportion, being uved up in making fat, 
to keep theanimal warm, And unless food 
that is rich imoil is provided for the cows, 
the butter made in the winter will always 
be hard and crumbly, avd white in color. 
This fact applies also to some cows, which 
consume the oleinsof the food, and conse- 
quently make white, bard butter ot all 
times ; but much more so in winter than in 
summer, while othere make richly yellow 
and ol'y bntter. The rich butter of the 
Jersey cows is associated with a lean car- 
case, while some other cows are alwaya fat 
and sleek, bn¢ their butter is white and of 
poor flavor. 

Much, however, may be done in the way 
of feeding to secure an excellent quality of 
butter, even In winter. Some of hice who 
have made winter dairying a special baal- 
ness, are much troubled by the poor qnality 
of the butter, and farmers generally, who 
make butter at this season. complain almost 
universally of the same difficulty, While 
some part of it lies in the cows, beyond 
doubt ; yet the greater pee of the difficulty 
ia in the feeding, and dairymen must pro- 
vide an abundance of food that is rich in 
oily matter, to supply both the wants of the 
cow for herself to sustain the vital warmth, 
and to leave an abundant surpluo for the 
butter. A caution may bo given against 
depending upon the so-oalled oil meals for 
this purpose. By the new processes in use 
in the mills, every particle of oll, in cutton 
seed and linseed, is taken out, by means of 
benzine, or naptha, as itis sometimes called: 
which dissolves the oil and leaves the meal 
ontiroly free of it Formerly, these meals 
contained from ten to eightven per cent, of 
oll, and they were then moat valuable food 
for fattening and for the butter dairy. Now 
they are of no use for making fat, excepting 
so far an thelr protein elements may be con- 
vortod into it by a round-about tiansforma- 
tion ; but It is known that fat, given in the 
food, is formed into an acilaton By the pro- 
cess of mart'cation and digestion, and Ip as 
similated directly and taken into the blood 
by way of the laotesl vessels and the portal 
vein. If wo want to get ricoh milk, wo must 
feed food rich In oil; and the best food of 
this kind we oan use is corn meal, finely 
ground, mixed with out hay, or feddor, so 
that it is thoroughly masticated ond made 
to ylold up its oil to the action of tho nallya

able personal experlence, Whilo on a fishing- 

voyage to the Giand Bank of Newfoundland 
eight years aince 

**My fathor and my gcandfather were 
both Mothodist minioters, and when I was{a 
boy, Lused guite frequently to hear them 
read from the Soriptare tho story of Jonah 
In those days, however, the aeconot made 
no very great impression on my mind, but I 
now read it with a peculiar interest and 
sympathy, for I sometimes think that 
there is not prebably a living man whose ex 
perlenco sv closely resembles the ancient 
prophot's as my own.

“T rose, balf-swimmivg in it, amidst the 
boxes, boards and clothes. For some mo- 
ments the same heavy grinding noite con- 
tinued overbead. It was the keel of a large 
vessel passing over us—crushing us down! I 
even heard the thrashing of her huge screw. 
We were at that moment twenty feet under 
water, thrust bodily down by the sheer 
weight and momentum of the steamer, and 
that, too, before our little craft had time 
to fill or sink ; for the instant the steamer’s 
keel passed off her, Lfelt the schooner give 
& mighty larch, whioh pitched me headlong 
again ; and then she rose to the surface. 

“Half-strangling, and tumbling about, I 
gained a foothold, ond standing up, found 
my head clear of water. I was still in the

CARE OF UMBRELLAS. 


Umbrellas will last far longer if when wet 
they are placed handle downwards to dry. 

¢ moisture falls from the edges of 
the frame and the fabrics dries uni- 
formly. If stood handle upward, which is 
commonly the case, the top of the umbrella 
holds the moisture, owing to the moisture 
underneath the ring, and therefore takes a 
long time to dry, thus injuring the silk or 
fabric with which itis covered, This is the 
prime cause of the top of the umbrella wear- 
ing out sooner than the other part. Um- 
brella cases, too, are responsible for the ra- 
pid wear of the silk. The constant friction 
causes the tiny holes that appear 80 provok- 
ingly early. hen not in use leave the 
umbrella loose; when wet never leave it 
open to dry, as the tense condition thus 
produced makes tha silk stiff and then it 
will soon crack.—New York Commercial 
Advertixer.

THE MERCHANT NAVIES OF THE 
WORLD. 

A comparative table of the strength of the 
merchant navies of the world which has 
thas been published in France shows that 
Gré&t Britain possesses 22,500 trading ves- 
sels, with an aggregate tonnage of 11,200,000 
tons. Of these vessels 4,649 are steamers, 
with a tonnage of 5,919,000 tons, or rather 
more than one-half the grand total of burden. 
The United States makes avery bad second, 
with 6,600 sail and 2,700,000 tons. Norway 
has 4,200 vessels, 1,500,000 tons, and Ger- 
many, which comes immediately after her, 
has 3,000 sail, with a total of 1,400,000 tons; 
France, Italy, and Russia bring up the rear, 
each with less than 3,000 vessels. The pro- 

ortion of steamers is, however, of greater 
importance than the total number of ships 
engaged in trade, and in this regard France 
stands second, although she has but 458 
steamers of 667,000 tons in all, to Kngland’s 
4,649. Germany presses her closely with 
450 steamers and 476,000 tone.—New York t

I spent part.of one winter in Florida, 
travellog in public conveyances and putting 
up at hotels, in tho course of thone months 
I learned that the Florida h tel clerk is 
identical with tho hotel clerk fouod at the 
North in the summer, that Florida hotel fare 
in rather poor as compared with that of the 
best Canadian hotels, and that the prices 
are exorbitant. I found tho railway and 
steamboat accommodations fair to middling 
and tho rates oxtortionate. I saw that 
Florida was an interesting part of the world, 
but that it was impossible to enjoy its most 
Invern ice. features while at hotels or 
travoling by rail or steamboat, 

The next winter I returned to Florida 
propared to see the things of which I had 
canght unsatisfactory glimpses, and to en- 
joy the benofit of experiences which my 
previous trialhad led mo to suspect were 
cawily obtained. The first stop in the way 
of this preparation was to visit a yacht 
builder on Long Island whose specialty is 
making rathor small .orafts of good cruis- 
ing qualities, Would, he deem it worth 
while to make so small a boat aa & one-man 
oruiser if he could get his price?

HOME. 
A Skurton or Canapian Historny—a Re- 
TROSPROT OF THE PAST,

On a bright morning during te month of

Law 
rence, two miles above the Lachine Rapiie, 
at the head entreance of tre Montrea\ water- 
works, 
+ There are throe ways of reaching it: Firsr, 
by the Lower Lachine Roud; second, by a 
walk along the bauks of the water. works ; 
and third, by a walk along the Lachiow 
Canal to the Cote St, Paul bridge, thence by 
outting through the rear of the Uore Ss, Paal 
farme, taking a direct line south about five. 
miles through the woods, by an old Iidiay 
trail known to few. This brings you to tha 
river front, just at the old home, We took 
the latter route, - 

The walk across the rear of Cote St, Paul 
isja charming one, its cultivated farma, with 
young thriving orchards on most of them, 
and soug looking dwelling houses and aub- 
stantial farm buldings, denoting comfort. 
This is a walk szeldom taken; few know of 
it, 1t would be a fitting one for our snow- 
shoe trampers, On yourrignt, beneath, you 
have tho Lachiae Canal, and far away, 
above, you have the high land of Coto Sp. 
Pierre; between the canal and Cote St, Pierre 
there is that broad, deep valley, a lake ia 
former days, bat now it is the highway for 
railways, and eluce it was drained it has bo- 
come the vegetable garden of Montreal, 


In due time, after a walk of two hours 
and a half, we reached the old home—the 
Canadian home of Robert de la Salle. Tho 
home of the most noted character in Canadi- 
han history—te home in which he had lived 
during four years of his early Canadian life 
Few of our oltizens oan hardly realize that 
this old home—this historical Canadian 
landmark—is within so short a distance of 
the city of Montreal! And how few of them 
are actually aware of its existenco, or ev.n 
of its whereabonts, It is not now “‘a thing 
of beauty.” It is crumbling down, soon to 
mix with the dust of ages, but Canadians 
have it in their power to preserve and re- 
store it asa ‘‘joy” and a ‘‘1emembrance” for 
all time; that is, if there be public spirit and 
patriotism enough remaining in Canadians 
to do go. 

* And this is the home of Robert de la 
Salle !” exclaimed our friend, bowing with 
deepest reverence and exhibiting feelings of 
the profoundest veneration as he approached 
the old building, I: was to usa familiar 
epct, as being enclcsed within the old stone 
wall that at one time surrounded the home 
of our youth, To satisfy the ouriosity of 
our new friend we entered the building and 
explored the iusice ; iu doing so we had to 
be careful of our footsteps, ics echoes and 
its empty tread called forth thoughts of the 
noble dead of over two centuries ugo, who 
had lived here, nearly as; “‘ monarch of 
ali Isurvey,” in what was then known as 
those far Western wilds of Oanads, We 
thought of the time when the ‘ forest 
primeval” stretched down to the very river 
edge—when the wolf, the bear and the wild 
deer roamed nearly undisturbed around this 
then solitary abode of Canada’s most daring 
explorer, 

As we stood in that old building our 
thoughts were wandering over the bygone 
centuries of early Canadian days ! Not ony 
did we think of LaSalle as having lived 
here, but we recalled the long list of noble 
men, representatives of old France, who, 
from time to time, had slept ‘within those 
venerated—yes, sacred walls! Such as 
Champlain, Maisonneurve, Frontenac, Jol- 
iette, and a host of others, who would, of 
neceasity, have started from this place on 
their religious pilgrimages or warlike ex- 
peditions westwards, Just picture—we 
were standing on the very same floor on 
which Champlain and Frontenac had once 
stood, aud withiu the very walls in which 
these two noble men had often slept |! This 
is the only building now standing in Canada 
iu which, at one time or snoth:r, so many 
of the daring pioneers, brave soldiers and 
Christian missionaries of old France had 
found or sought shelter. 

While we were staniing and enjoying a 
pecp out of the old window in the second 
story, in the west end of the building,’ gaz.’ 
ing on all sround, taking a° present anda 
retrospective view of what is‘add what bad 
ocourred in and around this old home daring 
the bygone ovnturies, just at that time one 
of our large lake steamers was passing 
right in front of us, down the St. Lawrence, 
filled with tourists, to runor jump the 
Lachine Rapide—the ola Sault St. Louis, 
We then pictured, in imagination, the time, 
in those far-off days, when Champlain was 
induced by the Indiana to come up, from 
where Montreal now stands, to this spot, to 
have his first ran or sail io an Indian canoe 
over those now far-famed rapids ! 

What o change has taken place since that 
day! Those rapids still roll on unchanged | 
Such as creation’s dawn beheld—they roll 
now, in the self-same course! But this old 
building—the ‘'witness stand” ,of many a 
dark tragedy, and the oradle home of many 
@ grand scheme for the aggrandisement of 
old France, still stands, as It stood nearly 
three centarles ago, but now crumbling fust 
and soon to mingie with the dust of ages, 

We turned our eyos to the river tront, to 
what was in the writer's young dayaa qalot 
bay—astretching down to where the Water 
Works bridge now stands, The primeval 
boauty of this rivor front is now destroyed 
by the Water Works basin, 

A picture of the past, of over two centuries, 
| (1668) thea rose up before us! 

in retrospect—as in the days of La Salle 
—the river front seemed covered with In- 
dian canoes, from thelr far off hunting 
grounds, come to exchange their ture, Woe 
fancied we saw that band of Soneca Iodians 
with their orlef, arrive, and La Salle, robed 
In bis best and most imposing attire, boar- 
1 g in his hands, alott, toat sacred symbol 
of his charch—the Cross, in his descent to 
the rivor shore—to greet and to welcome 
the new comers! 


This was that band of | 


Seneoas, with thoir chief, who remained all 
winter with him at his home, And, wo be- 
eve, it was from tho information obtained 
from that Seneos chief which induoed La 
Salle to enter vpon those extended explora: 
tions westwards and southwards ia the 
opringtime of 1670, never again, we believe, 
t. retarn to chis place 

Although Cavadlana apparently forget, 
or do not care to do honor to onvof their 
noblest da d, atill ihe name and the momory 
of Ly Salle is preserved and honored in 
nearly every American town or city from 
from vetroic to the mouth of the Mireiasippi 
Streets and squans iu every olty, and even 
countlesand sali villages bear bis name, 
tentirylog .o the respect ta which his mem 
ory is held, Thia whole northern oconti- 
nont of America bears nnmistakable traces of 
hia footyceps. And, so lony as the noble St. 
Lawrence winds its course seawards, and 
var vast inland lakes exit as feederr thereof, 
or the broad and swift Mississippi rolls its 
mighty waterato the main, these rive: »arke 
and those lake ehores—if all else were «ate 
—will ever silently testify to the memory 
of that ryonentat explorer, La Salle, who 
first trod or traced their far western or 
southern shores, 

_ Will not Canadians arise, awake! and do 
jantice to the memory of their greatest ox- 
plorer? 

La Salle needs no monument along our 
mountain slope! **No storied urn nor ani- 
mated bust,’ t> perpetuate or to transmit 
his name to future generations! This whole 
northern continent—even those unfenesd 
fieldsa—those gardens of the world—bound- 
leas and vast, for which the speech of Eng- 

land bas no neme—the Praijricus! Even 
these, with their countless unfolded herds, 
and their thousands of wandering Nimrods, 
ever bear silent testimony to the name and 
tothe memory of Robert de la Salle | 

Tnis old building has history stretching 
far into and over the bygone centaries of 
early Canadian days! Long before the 
fonodation stone was laidin the queenly 
city of Montreal, with its now noble stroc- 
tures and princely mansions basking under 
tho shade of our ntatoly Mount Royal—long 
bofore a parish church bell was heard ia the 
ancient town of VILLE MARIE, summoning 
the little banda of devout worshippers tu 
theirearly matins—long before those early 
duys of Canudian history did this old build- 
ing stand, as it now stands, on the banks of 
toe St, Lawrence, two miles above the 
Lachine Rapids,

How many of 
our people old or young spend a whole 
evening poring over the pages of a book? 
It may safely be asserted that their number 
is comparatively small. It were well if our 
leading é(lucationists would enquire into 
and account, if possible, for this aversion 
to healthy reading on the part of our people. 
Are our school books really the best, or is 
the system employed in our schoels of such 
@ character as to stimulate pupils to gain an 
acquaintance with the best authors or 
even with the current literature of the 
day?

There is a vast amount of fodder wasted 
dn winter feeding. §Hay is thrown into 
the rick, and much of it finds its way un- 
der the feet of the stock, and becomes taint 
ed with the filth of the stable and rendered 
unfit for feeding even if picked up and re- | 
turned to the manger. With careless farm | 
help even this is not always done. Straw, 
cornstalks and other todder material are 
thrown out in the yard at noon, and the 
cattle tramp it into the snow or filth, as the 
case may be, the result being waste. 

Grain is fed REG AP Corn that 
is putinto the sheep trough which is so 
constructed as to make economical feeding 
impossible and loss uhpreventable. The 
gata ace thrown into the horses’s feed-box, 
and the wide cracks and openings in the 
bottom will allow much to fall through 
and waste, because the farmer is not care- 
ful to see that the ‘‘leaks’ are fixed. 
These things have ceme under our own ob- 
servation as we have travelled about among 
farmers. 

How can winter feeding be donewith 
greatest economy, and yet not to the detri- 
ment of the atock? They must have suffi- 
cient. We believe that all coarse fodders, 
as straw and cornstalks, and even the 
coarser grades of hay, should be cut into 
ahort leagths and fed with meal, bran, mid-

Andeven poor fodder, like straw, wit 

sufficient grain, can be made a complete 
ration, and often at less cost than to feed 
the best hay. For horses, hay and oat straw 
can be cut together and fed with grain more 
economically and with better results than 
to feed hay alone. Another item is that 
the grain thus fed goes into the stomach in 
a light, porous condition, and is easier di- 

ested and assimilated. 

But, further than this, there must be va- 
riety in food. How is it with yourself? 
Would you like a steady ration of pork, or 
of corn-bread or potatoes? If food lacking 
in carbon is fed continually, the fatin the 
body will be consumed ; and it each and all 
elements required by the bones, the tissues, 
the nerves, otc., are not provided, weakness 
and non-fulfillment of their functions will 
necesiarlly follow. The wise farmer pro- 
vides in advance for this. While there may 
be little real nutrition in a turnip or acom- 
mon beet, yet there is some, and if no 
other benefit were derived from tho feeding 
of root crops than their benetit as regula- 
tors of the digestive system, it would war- 
rant their being made a prominent part of 
every winter stock ration, They give va- 
riety, and stock appreciate variety in food 
human beings do, aud this is 
shown to be true from their bodily condi- 
tion, and, with vows, by the increased 
amount ot milk they yive, aud the butter 
they make when fed on a variety of foods. 
Roots should be run through a root cutter, 
when they will be eaten clean and with the 
highest relish.
